job ever known Is being attempted off 
northeast Scotland—the raising of the 


I interned German Fleet, 
scuttled 
at 


• Scapa Flow by Admiral Von Reuter in 
June, 1919. 


The hulks of sixty-eight war craft 


—once prides of the German fleet- 
have been rusting (or more than four- 
years, a tangle- of junk, at the bottom 
of Scapa Flow. They were sunk simul- 
taneously by their caretakers. 
They 


went down, dramatically, in a bunch, 
and they are jumbled together in 20 
fathoms of water—and an English, ma- 
rine engineering concern has tackled 
the herculean job of getting them up. 


Unprecedented engineering devices 


will be used in the job—a scheme of 
plugging- up all holes in the biggest 
sunken battleships, pumping out the 
water, blowing them full of air, like 
a balloon, and thus causing them to 
float. 


Eight or nine years will be required 


to clear Scapa Flow completely of. the 
self-sunk German fleet. •Within, a year, 
however, the pivotal part of the job 
will probably be finished—that is the 
"raising by .inflation" of the two lar- 
gest ships. These when brought to the 
surface, will be used as floating docks, 
upon which- to place huge derricks to 
haul up the smaller ships. 


And then the junk that was von 


Reuters fleet—a fleet that committed 
; suicide 'after surrender—will be sold 
'or scrap and melted up and made into 
machinery and possibly some of the 
metal may find its way into plaugh- 
shares—and possibly into the fittings 
of newer British fighting craft 


The biggest ships of the fleet are 


the Hindenberg and the Seirlitz, 27,000 
ton battle cruisers, famous during the 
'war. There were 74 vessels interned 
at Scapa Flow, including 13 cruisers 
and 50 destroyers. 
Of this fleet, 6S 


were scuttled by the -Germans, most 
sinking in 20 fathoms of water. 


The salvaging firm has built a huge 


I floating dock about 400 feet long for 


j use in the first stage of the operations. 
j This will be moored above the scuttled 


j fleet, and divers, using it as a base, will o™their 
; concentrate on the first job of locating 
every one of the many holes the Ger- 
|inans bored in the ships in order to 
.sink them. 
The Hindenberg is sup- 


posed to be pretty much of a sieve now 


I and months will be required to spot all | 
the openings. Finally all will be plug- 


ged except two—one to pump air In 
and-the other to pump water out. Then 
—if all the holes have been found— 
the Hindenberg will balloon herself up 
to the surface and be fitted out as an- 
other floating dock from which to prize 
up the other ships. 


The Seydlitz flopped over as 
she 


sank, and is lying sideways on the 
bottom, instead of "standing up,'" as 
is the Hindenberg. 
Accordingly, 
a. 


different technique is necessary tor the 
Seydlitz. If she were "ballooned" the 
engineers figure she would turn turtle 
on her way to the top, and reach the 
surface bottom side up "So, an "un- 
derwater tank" has been built for use 
on the Seydlitz. 
It will be lowered 


to the wreck, workmen will go down 
into the tank through great pips lines. 
Then compressed air will be forced in- 
to the tank and as the 'pressure be- 
comes sufficiently strong the bottom of 
the tank, which works on hinges, will 
be opened. The air pressure will be 
sufficient to keep the water out—in 
other words, the "bottom" of the tank 
will simply be water and the workmen 
who will be protected by extraordin- 
arily strong helmets and diving'suits, 
can go about their job conveiently. 


Among the numerous ingenious cre- 


ations of special machinery and Im- 
plements for this job is an "under- 
water" oxygen torch, which will melt 
any metal, even steel-armour, under 
water. The flame is projected under 
terrific air pressure—air pressure so 
strong that it forces away the water 
from around the nozzle of the torch, 
and from around the flame, leaving a 
clear space for the play o£ the jet of 
fire which cuts, or rather burns, its 
way through the metal. 


The contractors have already spent 


several hundred thousand dollars in 
buying special machinery and making 
preparations for 
commencing work. 


They will spend twice as much more 
before the Hindenburg. is floated, and 
if the job ended there, they would lose 
a. lot of money. But they figure that 
the cost of getting up the Hindenburg 
and Seydlitz will be the greatest part 


expense; that thereafter it 


will be "velvet" to haul up the des- 
troyers and smaller craft.
